The report of the Medical health 
officer, Dr. Whitelaw, for the past 
| week shows that there has been an 
increase in the number of ceases of 
communicable diseases from 25 to

| there ts no cause for alarm as all of 
the diseaees reported for the most 
part are not of @ very serious nature. 
There wae an increase of from seven 
to nineteen cases of scarlet fever and 
from seven to twenty eight cases of 
chicken pox.
